Courts Martial in Delaware county. 


The removal of General Phelps, and the 
appointment of Gen. Root, while under 
an arrest for disobedience of military or 

ders, by the last Council of Appointment, 
excited considerable public interest. The 
manner in which Major Emmons treated 
the subject in bis resiymation last winter, 
was a specimen of the sentiments of the 
officers of that Brigade; and the total 
failure of Gen. Root to call out a censid- 
erable portion of his brigade, shews its ef- 
fect upon community, and its destructive 
tendency upon the military system. 

On the ! 1th March, 1809, at Harpers- 
field, Delaware county, before Gen. D. 
Brown, President, and twelve other field 
officers frem the counties of Greene, Al- 
bany. Schoharie, and Delaware, came on 
the trial of Col. John Moore, of Gen. 
Root’s biigade, for disobedience of orders, 
in refusing to callout his regiment for 
review and inspection—

contended by his counsel— 

Firet—That the court had no cogvi- 
zance of the case. The law ufder which 
they acted, required the court martial to 
be ordered in thirty days afler the order- 
‘ng Officer hed received information ofthe 
arrest, and a copy of the charges. In this 
case that time was considerably exceeded, 
as. Was evident from the papers before the 
court. 

Second—T he testimony to prove the de- 
livery of the orders was weak, equivocal, 
and unsatisfactory ; and between two of 
the witnesses, Major Lamb and Doctor 
Whitmarsh, was a palpable contradiction 
in a part material to establish. 

Third— According to the rules and 
discipline of war,’ and according to the 
fixed maxims of honorable and brave mil- 
itary men, inferior officers are not bound 
to obey improper or dishonorable orders. 

To establish the correctness of this po- 
s‘tion, and to shew its application to the 
case before the ceurt, the counse) went 
into an argument of considerable length ; 
and concluded with offering to prove— 
first, that Gen. Root was then under a 
charge of disobedience of military orders, 
the truth of which charge, as he contend- 
ed, was admitted by avoiding a trial—and 
compared it tothe case of an ordinary 
criminal, who, when eharged, escaped (rom 
justice ;—and, secondly, under the direc- 
tion of the court, he would produce incon- 
testible evidence, that Gen. Root, from 
whom these orders issued, was wast- 
ing in personal firmness, was wanting in 
that species of bravery which sharacter- 
izes honorable military men. He would 
shew it from Gen. Roov’s general reputa- 
tion of cowardice ; and he would also shew 
it from a variety of particular incidents— 
such as on several occasions permitting 
his nose to be tweaked with patient acqui- 
escence—receiving personal insults with- 
out the least resistance—shrinking from 
giving honorable satisfaction to gentle- 
men whom he had insulted and abused. 

Thecircumstances of Gen Root’ being 
arrested and charged with disobedience of 
orders; a court martial ordered fer his 
trial ; and that court dissolved by the ma- 
gic wand of the council of appointment, 
without trial, was admitted and proved. 

Testimony was then produced, shewing 
that Gen. Root’s “ reputation was general- 
ly that of acoward.” The proof of the 
particular incidents of his cowardice, was, 
an the application of the Judge Advocate, 
rejected. ‘ 

The case was then summed up by the 
Defendaiut’s counse], in the course of which 
he remarked upon the unprecedented con- 
duct of the council of appointment, in su- 

perceding an officer who had faitistuily 
perfurmed hts duty, and placing in his 
stead one charged with a military crime 
* ‘Though that cougcil of appointment had 
fower, and sometimes executed, forgetiing 
right, he hoped they did not yet possess 
the power of changing vice into virtue, or 
whitening crime into iondcence.” 

The Judge Advocate appropriately re- 
marked upon the testimony, and the cuuse 
was submitted. 

The Court Aonoradly acquitted Colonel 
Moore, and the acquittal has been approv- 
ed by the Major General. , 

Major Downs was also tried, and, from 
a confidential communication (as is gener- 
ally believed) which he made to Gen. Root, 
of a determination not to obey, which the 
Geneial magnanimously produced before 
the court, he wat fined 25 dollars, &c.— 
This decision the Major General bas cis- 
approved, and has ordered Major Downs 
to be discharged.

The object ot this address, is to aid the 
yeomanry of the country, in a knowledge 
of the real stumbling block that lies be- 
tween them and the price of their labor ;

the thousands, that he has slouyhtered in 
Spain, and the best blood of the sation 
flowing down her streets. 

Spuin is a mirror that we ought to look 
at; her fate would be precisely ours, if 
the tyrant of continental Europe could 
have an opportunity—if he could either 
coax or coerce us, directly to join him in 
his wars, and plant his soldiery among us, 
their arms would soon be turned upon the 
United States; and then we should expe- 
rience the loving kindness of the world’s 
head butcher. 

The honest truth is, those who hold the 
reins of government in this country, 
have persevered too long in error to re- 
tract. They have given too many pled- 
es to the greatest tyrant that ever lived, 
now'to be off. It therefore remains for 
the people, the source of all power, to in- 
terfere and save our sinking country. 

Reason and experience loudly proclaim, 
that achange of measures is only to be 
obtained by a change of men.

of thetime charged by the general at that 
ftlece, and that licutenant colonel Freeman 
and colonel Cusiitrig, received trifle rations 
at New-Orleans, together, including nearly 
the whole fcriod charged by the general at 
the latter place, and in no instance within 
my recollection have double rations been al- 
lowed to two officers for the eame freriod, at 
the same fost. Indeed the clause of the 
section last referred to, would seem to for- 
bd it: because it limits the direction of 
the Presidentof the United States, to the 
allowance of additional rations to the com- 
manding officer of each separate post. 
The item for quarters, stables, &c. 
while at New-Orleans, in my opinion, és 
also firohibited by the 4th section of the act 
first mentioned, and in conformity with 
this opwion held by me ever since the pas- 
sing of this act, I have uniformly charg- 
ed to the personal account of General 
Wilkinson, all sums paid by the agent of 
this department, for fuel, forage, transpor- 
tation, &c. for his use, and at this time his 
actuunt stands charged with a considerable 
amount composed of such items, as well as o- 
ther monies of long standing unaccounted for. 
Undcr these impressions, I do sot feel 
myself author:zed to admit any part of 
the account, and therefore return it here- 
with to be revised by the accounting offi- 
cers of the treasury as suggested in your 
letter.

“| wouid tell you if I could, the distres- 
sd condition of the people of this part of 
the country ; hut it is impossible to de- 
scribe it, so that those who have enough 
of wholesome food can fully comprehend 
it. My ears were but just now saluted 
with a tale of distress, such as is every 
day heard in this country. A man, with 
a large family Legging in the most affect- 
ing manner of the principal merchanis in 
our place for a little meat of some kind, 
they being destitute of even a mouthtul- 
Begging, \ say, not to have it given to Aim, 
but sold. But poor man, what he had to 
pay with, was worth iittle or nothing, ow- 
ing to the Embargo. Mr, ——, the mer- 
chant. told me that he had not a pound of 
pork in the world, nor a bushel ef grain 
for themselves. A few minutes afterward, 
in came another, who said his wife had 
baked the last spoonful of meal he had.— 
And this minute comes another, who says 
he has not a mouthful of dread ar bread- 
stuff in the world. 1 mention these in- 
stances that you avay know the situation 
of our people. But this ts not all—such 
has been the effect of this southern jolicy, 
of protection, &c. that the property in our 
country is in fact annihilated, Those who 
have supplied the people heretofore, can 
supply them no longer. If they buy pro- 
visions at the westward, they must pay for 
them, some time or other ; and if they let 
the ruined ficofile of this country have 
them, they have nothing to pay. Their 
whole industry will not produce enough 
to furnish necessaries. To keep them-

Late and important Foreign News, 
Reoeived at New-York bythe British Packet Prince 
Adolpbus, in 42 days from Falmvuth. 

By official dispatches, published in the Lon- 
don Gazette extraordinary, it appears that an ob- 
stinate battle was fought on the 16th of January, 
at Corunna, between the British artny under Sir 
John Moore, and the main body of the Freuch 
army. Though Gen. Baird lost an arm in the 
early part of the action, and Gen. Moore was 
killed by a cannon shot soon after—and though 
the French forces were much superior to the 
English—yet the battle was continued with so 
mach valor and skill under Gen. Hope, that the 
French were repulsed at every point—and the 
British secured thei retreat, acd embarked on 
board their transports during the night.—The 
loss of the British during the engagement is es- 
timated at 7 or 800 men. 

Al.hough we have no minute account of the 
retreat of the English army from the interior of 
Spain, it appears inact Bonaparte, after routing 
and dispersing the undisciplined baads of patri- 
ots, turned his whole army against the English 
forces—and that Gen. Moore, conscious of his 
imabilixy to maintain a contest against an army 
of four times his nwsnber, devermined on a re- 
treat, which he efcered, with the utinost success, 
until his arrival at Corunna.
